Washington, Dec. 23. — Admiral 


John G. Walker, chairman of the ibth- 
nian canal commission, has returned 
to Washington after a stay of four 
weeks on the isthmus as the personal 
representative of President Roose- 
Telt He will make a detailed report 
to the president and Secretary Hay. 


The admiral said the 
isthmians 


have no fear that the Colombians will 
attempt to reconquer the 
country. 


There Is not, he said, a trail in all 
Panama of sufficient width to drive a 
wagon. Colombia has never built a 
trail or constructed a bridge in Pan- 
ama. The" impassability of the coun 
try renders it unlikely, in the admi- 
ral's opinion, that any warlike meas- 
ures will be undertaken by Colombia 


"The end of the rainy season In 


Panama is now- -approaching." said 
'Admiral Walker, "and the weather is 
hot 
However. I did not see or hear 


of a case of fever of any kind while 
I was in Panama. 
Yellow fever does 


appear in Panama, but the inhabit- 
ants insist always that it is imported 
when it does make its appearance." 


Powers Will Approve. 


"A prompt and dignified refusal by 


the United States to consent to a 
proposition from Colombia for a ref- 
erence of the Panama question to The 
Hague tribunal is expected and will 
b« fully approved by the European 
powers." 
This statement was made 


to a representative of the press by a 
European ambassador of high rank 
and intluence. 
It has already beeu 


made in substance, though in rathor 
more diplomatic language, to General 
Rafael Reyes, the Colombian minis- 
ter, who is expected in bis forthcom- 
ing note to the state department to 
suggest tho Hague tribunal as the 
proper place for the .settlement of the 
Isthmian problem.
